'u¢ Intest news from Rangoon informs 
in that there was great disquiotude in 
Upper Burma, ‘That conutry aud ite 
politics nre always iu-a troubled oondi 

tion, but of Inte alarm has seized the 
King aud a largo portion of his subjects, 
It is not to be wondered at that King 
Theebaw should be greally disturbed 
by what he sees going on in the world 
outside his dominions. ‘The very quiet. 
nde of tho Indian Government under 
the causes for offence and the losses 
which bis misgovorument has brought 
on it, should provide cause for serious 
reflection if he were capable of such @ 











thing. He seems however to attribute 
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the impunity with which he has beon 
allowed to break treaty eugagements, 
to counive at, if he did not promote, 
outrages on British subjects, and his 
many acts of misgovernment from which 
the British Government and traders 
have suffered, toa dread ou our part 
of meddling with him. He may have 
folt himself safe, seeing what had oc- 
-curred in other places, in relying on 
the forbearance of Eugland. Aud like 
other Orientals, finding that he got au 
inch Le has takeu ‘a liberal ell. Al- 
though the King has sadly misgoverned 
his domiuious ever siuce he took pos- 
session of the throne, his chief ill-doing 
has occurred within the period of office 
of the preseut Vicoroy of India. Lord 
Ripon aud his Couucil, taking their 
cue from the Cabinet at home, have 
pushed to its almost. limits the po- 
licy of living at peace with their 
neighbours. But it is supposed that 
as regards the King of Upper Burma 
they have discovered that there is sach 
a thing as peace tht is no peace, and 
to which a strong policy, even if it 
involved the uso of arms in the long 
run, would be preferable. A beliof 
that Eugland is ubout to change ber 
way of dealing with King ‘lhecbaw 
seems to have beeu accepted by largo 
numbers of the most intelligent of 
them under bis rule, the Chetties, or 
tradors. Great alarm prevailed among 
them at the close of last mouth, as re- 
ports were current that Englaud menut 
to depose the King. At the same time 
thore was trouble with Siam; a power 
ful priuce was also in something 
like rebellion, and was regarded as 
@ candidate for tho reversion of tho 
throue, In his trouble aud alarm the 
King meaut to seud an envoy to Paris 
to solicit the good offices of the Frouch 
Government. He might as woll send 
him to the North Pole for any good 
that is likely to como of the mission, 
‘Lhe probubility is that Upper Burwa 
will be annexed by the Ludian Govern. 
ment as ‘soon ns such a step becomes 
desirable. It should have boon done 
long ago, for the weasure of the King’s 
offences bus ling been brimming over. 
‘he muss of Huglish votors were, 
liowever, 60 sickened of the results of 
Lord Lytton’s Afghan policy, that the 
present Home and Indian Governments 
have bevu obliged to forbear and wait 
& more couveniont seasou for dealing 
with the Court of Mandalay, An 
oubassy from the King visited India 
Just yeur with little result. ‘The King 
continued to misgovern his peuple aud 
to disregard his engagements with 
England. In obstruction, evasion of 
treaty pledges, illegal exactions, and 
prefereuce for crooked ways, Lo line 
five or ton Chinese-mandarin power. 
Aud the fate that is imminent 
over him should be well considered 
by the governing classes in this 
country. A persistence by them in 
such acts as have made King ‘Theebaw 
obnoxious to the Indian Goverumeut, 
will nob go unpunished, Svoner or 
lator, recompouse, if pot retribution, of 

















some kind or other will be exacted 
from the wrong-doers, and the quicker 
Oriental statesmen recognize this the 
better it will be for their country. As 
bearing iu some measure upon the 
more active policy in this part of the 
world which European nations are 
likely to pursue in tho fature, the move- 
ment for the acquisition of Colonies by 
Germany and Italy, aud for the oxten- 
sion of her colonial possessions by 
France, are worthy of consideration. 
At the same time various causes are 
combining to increase the emigration 
from Europe, and it is only natural 
that the Governments of the countrit 
which vast numbers of people are 
leaving every year, should desire to 
retain some such counection with them 
as exists between England aud her 
children in the different colonies. All 
this has quickened the interest felt in 
the Enst in Europe as in other parts 
of the world, The conduct of the 
rulers of even the most distant coun- 
tries will be more carefully observed, 
aud the policy of the Home Govern- 
ments towards the Eastern, will uatar- 
ally become of a more active character 
than has bitherto characterized it, 

An opinion lns been exprossed in 
some quarters at home, since the pro- 
spect of the French undertaking active 
operations in Annam became known 
there, that the policy of France in the 
Enst may embrace more or loss active 
intorference in Barma. Ther not 
likely to be mach is such surmises, But 
what is likely to occur in Annam will 
precipitate the solution of many ques- 
tions affecting Indo-China and those 
parts to the enst of our present Burman 
frontier, A glance at a map will show 
how much the condition of things 
would be changed if Great Britai 
took possession of Upper Burma aud 
France assumed the protectorate of all 
Anuam, The feudal or other claim which 
Chinn asserts over Sinm would pass 
away ; already we have heard that tho 
King of Siam intonds to terminate his 
acknowledgment of it, A part from 
political reasons the incontive Lo France 
to persevere in cuforciug hee clims in 
Anuam, is the hope of extending her 
tendo by opening up inland communi- 
cation with Yannan aud the adjncont 
districts of China, Lf sho obtains the 
control uf Annam, a trade route with 
the south of China will soon be estab- 
lished, though all tho maudaring iv 
China should oppose it. After that 
Frauco will exert on China the in- 
fluence of a near neighbour, able to 
seo that hee rights are fully main. 
tained, and not in the least likely to 
tolerate misgovernment in the adjacent 
country, which may operate to her own 
disadvantage and even be a peril to 
her interests, In like manner Great 
Britain in possession of Upper Burma 
would exercise great influence on this 
Eupire. ‘This Gororument would then 
have two powerful ueighbours, desirous 
of living in amity with her, bat re- 
quiring the faithfal performance of all 
the duties to them which she had under. 










































Woe are persuaded that only the 
.misgovernment of tho King of Upper 
Burma could induce English statesmen 
to consent to occupy his country, They 
have hitherto looked on it as a useful 
neutral tract between Lower Burma 
and China, and are no doubt anxious 
to preserve it as such; just as the 
Chinese wished to keep a portion of 
Aunam between them and the French. 
But as matters are rapidly touding in 
Barms, it does not seem as if action 
there ou the part of the Indian Govern. 
ment could be much longer delayed, 
and it will probably be hastened if the 
matters in dispute betweou China aud 
France are uot poacefully accom. 
modated.

While China has her sorrow in the 
Yellow River, the Southern States of 
America are ‘being troubled about the 
future of tho Mississipi; or rather as to 
ithe lower part of it having any future at 
all. The overflow of the Red River has 
created a now river with a depth of 160 
feet in one place, and 122 feet whero less 
Usan forty years ayo it was only 2 feet 
deep, which threatens the Father of Waters 
with’ the loss of a. considerable aud im- 
portant part of himself. ‘The Atchafalaya, 
as the now river is called, will, if it fullils 
the anticipations of some ‘authorities, rain 
several important places, including Bayon 
Sard, Baton Rong and New Orlosas, 
and fender valueless ay immense amount 
of property. It will shorten the distance 
to the Gulf of Mexico by some two hun- 
dred iniles, ‘but the advantage of this will 
probably be lost from the narrowness of the 
stream rendering navigation in its rapid 
wateradifticult. It flows through forests, and 
the trees which it carries away do not add to 
the safety of steamers upon it, Exten

‘THB POLITICAL SITUATION. 


Tuere can be no doubt that very 
important issues are connected wit 
the selection of Shanghai as the tem- 
porary head-quarters of His Hxcelleucy 
Li Hung-chat He has come here in 
obedience to an Imperial Decree ad- 
dressed to himself and the Viceroy of 
Liang Kiang, which was seut down por 
‘Hae.an on the 16th inst. from Tientsin, 
and which also coutained au injanction 
to the two high officers to meet aud 
oonsnlt upon their subsequent proce- 
dare on the arrival of Li at Nanking. 
Tho fact of Tso being Superintendent 
of Trade for the Southern Ports gives 
him of course a special responsibility 
in an affair so closoly affecting the 
southern provinces of China, though we 
‘aro not informed what may have been 
the part assigned to him. Itis, however, 
fair to presume that while tho superior 
energies of the younger man will bring 
him into greater prominence, the Vice- 
roy of the Liang Kiang will bo b 
oooupied at Nanking, and, a: 
probably by Peng Yic-lin, will retain 
the direction of whatever measures 
may be necessary in this portion of the 
Commander- 
in.chief is more actively engaged in the 
South. 

Tt should not, however, be forgottsn 
that, until war is actually and formally 
Aeclared, thero are always chances that 
it may bo averted, even at the eleventh 
hour. It is an open secret that Li 
Hung-chaug was not anxious to go 
South, aud would very much lave 
proferred to have an audience of the 
Buupress even before coming to con- 
duct his negotiations in Shanghai. ~ Iu 
@ situation such as the present, how. 
ever, whon the Chinese mind is, as far 
as one can judge, in such a stato of 
ferment, and the operations of the 
Fronoh in Annam have reached so vory 
serions a point, it is permissible to 
conclude that even Li himself would 
com it the more prudent policy uot to 
undaly urge bis own’ wisbes upon the 
Imperial Cabinet. Ho therefore comes 
to Shanghai, and, with such support as 
the presence of his own Squadron. cau 
give him in Shanghai waters, will opeu 
what may probably bo final negotiations 
with the newly-appointed Minister of 
France to Peking. We say that the 
negotiations will probably bo fiual be- 
canso the fact that M. Bourée has now 
been definitively replaced will arguo to 
most minds the deliberate adoption of 
a very rigid attitude on the part of 
France, The annexation of Tonquin 
is, we believe, by no means an idea 
of yesterday, As long as ton years 
ago the intention to compass the uow 
threatened step was already visible 
in the minds of the French statesmen, 
and French policy throughont that 
period appears to bave been steadily 
Teading up to it. It is possible, of 
course, that under the Cabiuet during 























whose tenure of office the provisionary 
proposals of Af. Bourée wero made, a 
less decided course might have found 
favour, and in this case M. Bourée 
would not have been removed, Bat o 
uew administration bas arisen, and the 
attempts of that Minister to come to an 
amicable arrangement with the Tsung- 
Ti Yamén have been repadiated by his 
summary recal. It is uo disgrace to a 
Minister to have been displaced under 
such circumstances, Indeed there must 
be extraordinary difficulties besetting 
the position of a diplomatic agent whose 
Government is liable to change about 
once a week, and who ean scaresly 
therefore Lave an accurate knowledge 
whom he is serving or what is expected 
of him. It may thns be reasonably 
assumed that M. Tricon comes here as 
tho exponent of a somewhat aggressive 
policy; and unless ho is very much 
awed by the majesty of Li's apparitors 
and tho sight of his alphabotical gun. 
boats, there seems no reason to eup- 
pose that he will abate oue jot of his 
demands, Au impression bas been 
gaining ground during the last fow 
days that the Chineso will eventually 
make such concessions as will avert 
the actual outbreak of war betweon 
the two uations. Whether this would 
prove their better policy must bo for 
them and for them alone to decide. If 
they go to war in the south, they will 
receive much credit, doubtless, from a 
section of the Chinese people. But 
they will also give an opportunity to 
other countries to harass them else- 
whore, Japan, Russia, aud even Por- 
tugal may, as has a, take 
advantage of China’ 
to press their respective claims. ‘There 
are dangers, too, to be apprehended 
from sedition, and it is not too much 
to say that in the event of the Chivese 
Empire becoming the object of nttack 
its worst foes may prove to be they 
of its own household. If on the 
otber hand China should elect to agree 
with her adversary quickly while she 
is in the way with him, it will tax the 
resources of her diplomacy very sore- 
ly to obtain “pence with honour,” 
—her standard of honour being of 
course the maintenance of her claims to 
suzerainty over the Kingdom of Anuam, 
in spite of the Standard’s 
sumed partisanship, will never 
be recognised by France, and all at. 
tempts to base negotiations upou such 
a recognition with prove worse than 
fatile. The Chinese must not, as they 
are apt to do, jump to the conclusion 
that the opinion of even a prominent 
London paper reflects the general feel- 
ing of the country, much less that it 
foreshadows any possible action on the 
part of the Government. The strictest 
neutrality will be preserved by all other 
Powers, so loug at least as the integrity 
of foreign trade is respected. Tho 
Freuch papers are in most instances 
clamorous for the prosecution of an 
aggressive policy ; they demand that 
fresh reinforcements should be sent to 
Annam in order that the Protectorate 
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may be completely and defiuitively 
established, and are diligently impress- 
ing their renders with the assurance 
that the Tonquinese ae most anzioua 
to be freed from the exactions and mis. 
government of their ruling classes, 








‘TRE CONTROL OF THE YELLOW RIVER. 


Ar last the Yellow River is to be placed 
under control, and the people are to be 
allowed to expect that something will 
be done to limit the devastation from 
which they have for more than a quar- 
ter of a coutury beon suffering, It 
was in 1855 that-tho river buret its 
banks at Lan-yi Hsien, But it is 
only on the 10th May of this year 
that a definite plan for opening ont 
now channels to the sea as a provision 
of relieE for the greatly increased 
volume of water brought down by the 
river after heavy raius,-was published 
in the Gazette, Yu Po.ch'uen, tho 
Memorialist, blames severely the Gov- 
ernors who neglected the river when 
the disaster was fresb, and allowed the 
evil to grow to its present vast pro 
portions, He and the new Governor 
of Shantang have consulted together, 
and the result has been no allusion to 
foreign dredging-machines, worked by 
steam, or to the importance or other- 
wise of obtaining the assistance of 
foreign engineers. Tho soene of the first 
disaster has been visited, the whole 
extent of the river banks on both sides 
from Lan-yi Hsien in Honan to the 
shore of the Pochili Galf (about 250 miles 
on the map) has been traversed, the idons 
of local magistrates and native gentry 
lave been required into, books on the 
changes in the course of the river have 
boon read, and the result is before the 
public ina long Memorial which fille 
two daily numbers of the Gazette, The 
like other great rivera 
entered the sea by one 
embouchure and at other times by sov- 
eral, aud this subject has been well 
discussed by Hu Ming-ohing ently in 
the present dynasty in his work called 
‘Yii Kung Chui Obib. When the Great 
Yii was engineering at tho Emper 
command he arranged that the ri 
should have nine branches in what is 
now the Chibli and Shantung plain, and 
that they should unite to enter the sea 
at some one point. The river then 
passed from Honan iu a direction about 
sixty miles north-west of its presont 
coutse and perbaps nearly parallel to 
it. Ab that time our author says the 
coast east of Taka tronded south into 
the sea, making a long spit of land 
there. On tho south, opposite to it, 
there was also land where there 
is now sea, The enclosed bay was 
then the Yellow River’s mouth, into 
which the niue mouths of the Great 
Yii’s time emptied themselves, before 
arciving at the soa, In this way Ha 
Ming-ching explains the phrase “ the 
nine rivers” found in the Book of His- 
tory. The other term “resisting river” 
given in the same history this author 
supposes to refer to the tide meeting 
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the river-onrrent in tho bay which 
then existed. 

Tho plan proposed by the Yellow 
River Commissioner and approved by 
the Governor of Shantung embraces 
three points: First, the river must be 
Grodged. For this they onght to employ 
stoam-dredges as the Governor Ting 
Pao.chen intended to do ten years 
ago, Ho failed to purchase them, 
probably through his transference to 
the Vicoroyalty of Szechuen, and the 
tho plan was never carried into ef- 
foot. Li Hung-chang has had a steam- 
dredge at work in the Tiontsin 
river for four years, Tho powers of 
stoam.dredges are known, and they 
ought to have been introduced. But 
no allusion is made to them in the 
Memorial, and it is simply said that 
the dredging junks now in use in 
Shantung, sixteon in number, and eight 
others bronght from Chekiang by tho 
new Governor, will still be employed. 
They possess at the stern an apparatus 
for dredging which is of course imitated 
from foreign dredges. In fact, tho 
vory idon of dredging is a foreign ono. 
The old plan is to stop the flow of 
water over a certain apace and then 
remove the silt by human Inbour, Men 
numerous as ants and quite as busy 
are seen scattered over a wide surface 
with shovels, baskets and mud-bags, 
removing layer after layor of the river’s 
mud, cutting deep in the middle of the 
atroam, and leaving the sides to be 
scoured by the water whon it is let 
in again to flow in its old course. 
Now, however, the foreign method of 
drodging while the water is still there is 
to be maintained in the Yellow River, 
and will doubtless become a permanent 
institution, Extra boats will be hired 
to be added: to the twenty-four already 
at work, and native boatmen will be 
trained in the propor use of the 
machinery, Secondly, the division of 
the river when approaching the sea 
is. to be accomplished. ‘The present 
channel is too small, Now cuts into 
neighbouring streams must be made so 
‘as to form several outlets for the river 
when swollen, This is to be managed 
by making locks to preserve the level 
of tho river till it reaches a dangerous 
height, ‘wo small rivers whose course 
ia now a few miles north of the Yellow 
River are thas to be utilized in the 
form of secondary mouths to this 
troublesome stream. The third work 
to be undortaken is to raise earthen 
dikes, two to each river, where wanting. 
A question is raised as to whether au 
extraordinary outside-dike should uot 
be made in addition. But on account 
of expense this farther undertaking is 
postponed, as also in consideration of 
the feelings of the people whose pro- 
perty in Iand would have to be re- 
signed if the enterprise were carried 
through, 

The estimate for money required 
amounts to two million four hundred 
thousand taels, or £600,000. The 
items are: for a lndred dredging 
boats, 20,000 tacle: ‘The firet canal of 


























connection with the Tn-ho river on the 
north, 100 feet wide at bottom, 150 
fect wide-at top and 20 feet deep, 
with locks, will cost 180,000 taels. 
Tho deepening of the Ta-ho river will 
cost 200,000 taels. New earthen dikes 
three hundred miles long will cost 
500,000 taels; other canals of conuec- 
lion with the next two rivers on the 
north will cost several hundred thou- 
saud tacls more. If on the south 
another canal of connection were cut 
to the Hsino-ching Ho this would 
supply additional space for the river 
when risen to n threatening height. 
‘This also ia left for future considera- 
tion. The Chinese Government may 
be congratulated on the circumstance 
that one sixth of the revenue they 
derive annually from the Foreign 
Customs establishment will be sufficient 
to carry into effect this plan for bring- 
ing the Yellow River under coutrol. 








‘THE ANNEXATION OP NEW GUINEA. 
‘Tue Australian newspapers that have 
just come to hand tell us very little of 
the reasons which led the Premier of 
Qacouslnnd to annex Now Guinen. 
‘Pho nctual process was, as one of them 
says, simple enough. A magistrate on 
an outlying island called ‘Thursday 
sniled across to New Guinea, and took 
formal possession on behalf of Her 
Majesty in the presence of thirteen 
Europeans and some two handred 
natives, The proclamation which be 
rond upon hoisting the Union Jack nt 
Port Moresby says that he, acting 
under instructions from the Govern. 
ment of Queensland, took possession 
of all that portion of New Guinea 
and the islauds and isles adjacent 
thereto, lying between the 141st and 
155th Meridian of Enst Longitude in 
the name of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty. And having done this the 
magistrate returned forthwith to Cook- 
town, whore he appears to have brought 
the first ness of this bold political action. 
Sir Thomas MelI!wraith, the Premier 
of Qacensland, bad given the public no 
inkling of his intentions, He bad been 
on a visit to his constituonts during 
the parliamentary recess,aud hadspoken 
to them of a great many public matters; 
but not of New Guii His notion 
had received uo authority from his own 
parliament, but it does: not seem, judg- 
ing from the remarks upon it in the 
Sydney papers, that he is likely to have 
any trouble on that account, Moreover 
his bold policy seems to be highly 
popular in the other Colonies, ‘Th 
matter was referred to in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Victorix, where the 
Promier expressed his opinion, amid 
Toud cheors, that the act had been 
wisely aud bravely done, Since then 
the Victorian Premier has instructed 
his Agent. General in London to back 
up the action of Queenslaud, aud he Las 
further asked the Governments of New 
South Wales and South Australia to 
join in the same movement. It is 
stated that the Premier of Queensland 























liad before he acted asked the Home 
Government to annex New Guinea, but 
making sure of au unfavourable answer 
with Lord Derby at the Colonial Office; 
he did it bimself rather thau run the 
risk of waiting until it was too late, 
Until the Home Government comes toa 
decision matters will remain as they 
are, and there seems to be hope in the 
colonies that the Gladstone Ministry 
will acquiesce in the vigorous policy on 
condition that Queersland will bear the 
‘cost. It does not seom as if the Syduey 
opinion of the Euglish Premier or his 
colleagues was a very high one, 

‘The uear proximity of a part of Now 
Giinea to Queensland made it impos- 
sible that-the inhabitants of the latter 
country could look with indifference ou 
the prospect of its being taken pos: 
sion of by any other European power. 
Some years ago, when Lord Carnarvon. 
was Golonial Secretary, efforts were 
made to induce him to authorize ita 
annexation, Siuce then the Islaud has 
attracted more attention in Europe, 
aud there is rensou to supposo that 
France and Germany lind their eyes on 
it. Of course it is of a bundred times 
the value to Australasia that it could 
be to any European power. It ia 
sparsely populated ; tho calculation of 
the number of inhabitants being only 
one to the square milo in tho plains, 
Bat the recent explorations of M. 
Albertis have shown that the conutry 
has grentor capabilitios than were sup. 
posed before. Ou the banks of oue largo 
river ho found rich tracts especially 
suited to sugar caltivation, with mauy 
ites whoro towns or villages might bo 
established. According to the testimony 
of tho Rey. Mr. Lawes, a missionary 
whose letters on the subject have beon 
published in the Brisbane Courier, the 
natives along the coast aro favourably 
disposed to the white man, but if they 
Lave cause to feel aggrieved tho door 
of the country will be closed. They 
are said to be a home-loying race, and 
uulikely to go abroad to become la 
bourers in the colonies. Mr. Lawes 
anys that they would never conseut to 
leave their country for even one, two, or 
three years. In former times they 
were much given to robbing and plun- 
dering, besides murder, as a part of 
their foreign policy, and they ad a 
warrior, a hunter, and a robber chief. 
‘The occupation of the last-named offi- 
cial is now said to be goue, such things 
as robbing passing canoes or atrippiug 
trading-parties from the interior of 
everything being no longer indalged 
in; though the memory of them, Mr. 
Lawes says, still lives. Hoe admits that 
the natives keep their hands in by petty 
pilfering, of which they are, however, 
ashamed. ‘They now respect the rights 
of property, and have given up the 
cruvlty and savagery for which they 
were formerly noted. If the character 
of the New Guinen native be what Mr. 
Lawes says it is, and he has such 
strong objections to leaving his home 
that there is often great difficulty in 
getting sufficient hands for the’ mis: 
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sionary steamer on her short trips 
on the coast, the new acquisition 
will not supply that Inbour of which 
Queensland stands so much in need.

‘A GRIEVANCE. 
‘We aro glad to see that the Superin- 
tendont of Polics has brought one very 
serious source of annoyance to the 
notice of the Municipal Conucil, The 
admission of Chinese residents into the 
Sottloments set apart for the exclusive 
benefit of foreigners has not been 
without vaulages, though whether 
it was a wise slop in the first instance or 
the reverse it is too late now to recal 
it. But the conditions undor which 
the Chinose live and thrive are in 
many instances highly detrimental to 
foreigners. Ono of tho peculiarities of 
the Chinose physical constitution is 
apparently a deadness or an indiffor- 
ence to noise, A Chinaman will sleep 
soundly amid n racket which would 
effectually keep any foreigner awake. 
His nerves are so little sensitive that 
ho will converse with perfect sang-froid 
in the midst the most exasperating 
confusion of sounds, and never betray 
the slightest symptoms of uneasiness, 
Ib is therefore not to be wondered at 
that foreigners who live surrounded by 
natives should fiud themselves atagrioy- 
onsdisadvantage. When,someyearsago 
the Council earned the gratitude of the 
community by putting a stop to the 
squeaking of the unoiled wheelbarrows 
by which the Settlement was infested 
before the introduction of jintickehas, 
it was observed that the Chineso them- 
solves bad never complained of the 
infliction, and were, indeed, entirely 
unconscious of its oxistouco. ‘The 
diabolical tintamasre of the baud in a 
Chinese theatre affects them no more 
than the humming of a mosquito, 
and they find uot tho smallest difii- 
culty in keeping up a conversation 
when it requires the most strenuous 
efforts to make oueselé heard at al 
It is clear, therefore, that while our 
native fellow-residents habitually eu- 
dure, if they do nob actually enjoy, a 
































state of things which is absolutely 
supportable to a foreigner, and are, in 
fact, profoundly uuconscions what a 
nuisance they are to other people, steps 
must be taken by those who suffer in 
theirown defence. Sammerisapproach- 
ing, when doors and windows are left 
open; aud we have a right to ex- 
pect that something sball be done 
to preserce us from the perpetual din 
of the Settlement, Oar thoroughfares 
are so narrow that every shout from a 
heedless passer-by reverberates through 
auy room the windows of which open 
upon the strests. ‘Those who live in 
the neighbourhood of a Chiueso res- 
taurant are singularly ill-placed. The 
diners shout, laugh, and talk at the 
very top of their voioes, frequently re- 
freshing their jaded energies with the 
intellectual finger-guessing game known 
to foreigners as “morra.” As an 
arithmetical exercise nothing perhaps 
can compare with this diversion, Bat 
it is uot conducive to the repose of 
persons who reside anywhere in the 
neighbourhood of its performance ; and 
when the yells of the porformers ace 
accompanied by the rattling of a 
string of jinvickslas past the win.

Recent occurrences at this port indicate 

pretty clearly that what we have seen was 

nothing short of extensive and well 
planned movement to overthrow the present 

Dynaaty; and this the following well ane 

thenticated facts will shew. ‘The attack 

was to have been made on the night of the 
4th May at 10 o'clock, simultaneously in 

Wachang, Hanyang, and Hankow. ‘The 

conspirators were posted in different part 

of the three cities, in suitable position 
to commence operations on receiving the 
given signal, which was to be the firing 
of the largo ‘wooden Pagoda in Wuchang, 
the Hurng-ho Lou. ‘The officials, one and 
all, were to have been put to the sword. 
‘Arsenals, magazines, and treasury were to 
have been seized, and the conquest of the 
whole Empire set on foot at once. Up to 
the 3rd May, everything seemed favour 
able. ials were kopt in profound 
ignorance. The inhabitants were leaving 
in such numbers that it amonnted almost 
toastampede. A vagne feeling of uneasi- 



































ness seemed to pervade the whole place, 
and there is now but little doubt that a 
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great many people wore warned to leave by 
their friends who were in the plot. The 
mandarins took the most eflicient means 
in their power to quiet the people by 
issuing proclamations, and further by 
stationing guards at the city gates to stop 
them ; though with but little effect, as they 
then took.to boats. -On the 3rd, uufortun- 
ately for the success of the scheme, pro- 
posals to join were mado by one of their 
number to a man by the name of Cha Wei- 
tsin, an expectant Pa-tsung (Lieutenant), 
who readily accepted the propesal but 
aftervards changed his mind and turned 
informer, He went to the Fu-t'ai’s yamén 
and told all he knew, but the great man 
would not credit his statement, ‘Thereupon 
lie bumped his head on the ground and 
declared that if soldiers wero called out 
and arrests made as ho shonld direct, and 
his statement proved false, he would’ w 
ingly forfeit his head. So two hundred 
noldiers were ordered into the city of 
Wuchang, the location pointed out was 
surrounded, and twenty odd prisoners taken 
in the first louse entored,—a larger number 
escaping. ‘The mandating then became 
alarmed, and tworegimontsof Hunan braves 
wore ordered into thecity. ‘The gates were 
closed and the search kept up with vigour 
during the Sth and Gth’; not until the 7th 
were the city gates allowed to be opened. 
‘Up to tho 10th fifty-one heads had been 
cut off, including those of two women ; one 
a Buddhist nun in whose temple a num- 
ber of rebels had found shelter, the othor a 
jerson who with her son kept an eating 
house, from which she supplied another 
ith food and was in league with them, 
hatanding that torture was applied 
in all its most horrid forms the prisoners 
wore but little inclined to talk, beyond ad- 
mitting that they had conspired to overthrow 
the Government and that they were very 
numerous. ‘The lists of names found ro- 
veal the fact that they number many 
thousands, Only ono of them gave an; 
reliable evidenco as to who the Chiefs 
wore, He was only a lad and could 
not endure the tortire, so he told all 
he knew. ‘The others died gamo, and told 
tho prefect who interrogated them that they 
hind no information to give and no favours 
toask ; that if their plans had not miscarris 
thoy would have killed all the mandari 
and would have shown no mercy. ‘Their 
companions were very numerous, and the 
time was not far distant whon the tables 
would be turned upon them, 

It appoars that there are sovoral secrot 
societies in league with the White Lotus 
conspiratora, the most prominent of which 
is the Ko Lao Hui, which has become 
very numerous since the Taiping Rebellion, 
‘Tho lieutenant who informed on them h: 
fa white button, but has been promoted 
to a blue one, and is to have immediate 
employment. ‘Chere are now seven known 
Chiefs at large, for whom rewards are 
offered by the Viceroy. ‘The Chief in 
this province is valued at five hundred 
thousand cash ; it was rumoured that this 
man had beeu captured, but it is not so. 
There was a man of the same family 
arrested and sent to the capital to be 
interrogated, but he proved to be not con- 
nected with the conspiracy, though from 
his notoriously bad character he is to 
be transported three thousand i, ‘Lwo 
Inundeed thousand cash is offered for exch 
of the others. ‘There has been a general 
raid upon local bad characters and sixteon 
of them have been hung by the neck in 
wooden cages in the three cities, after 
undergoing untold agonies in the shape of 
having their elbow-juints beaten with an 
jron bar and their avele-joints smasled 
with the same implement; to but little 
purpose as regards obtaining @ confession, 
though some of them were nearly tora to 
pieces. Since the 10th I have not been able 
to get the correct number that have been 
beheaded, but the most reliable aczounts 
make tho number eighty odd, This affair 
appears to have been got up almost 
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entirely by the lower. classes, chiefly art 
sans, mechanics, labourers, boatmen, and 
soldiers. Many of the soldiers that garrison 
this place are known to belong to the bro- 
therhood.

Now all the lertitories belong to 
France ; having been bought with French 
money, just as the rest of Madagascar has 
been bought by French blood. ‘The terri- 
tories of Souhalaia, of Baly,and Marambilsy 
belonged: to a chief named Adriausouly. 
Now he ceded them all to France as well 
island of Mayotte in 1843, and we 
1 him in consideration’ of such 
‘cession an annual allowance of Give thousand 
francs, Ankara was ceded to us on the 10th 
October, 1842, by Taimiharo King of the 
Aukankares, who received for such cession 
‘until his death, which happened in 1882, an 
annual pension of twelve hundred franes. 
Baraton-Bé and Ankify, the two penin 
tulas which form the bay of Passandava, 
one of the best and vastest in the world, 
were ceded to us by Tsimandron in 1841, 
in consideration of a yearly pension of 
nine hundred francs. 
‘As regards the westeoast of Madagascar, 
tho special rights that we can invoke 
over it were granted to us by the Queen 
Tsikomeken or ‘Tsoumeko, who” also 
ceded to us the island of Nossi-Bé. At 
resent the princes, successors of the 
‘wvereign who made these treaties with 
Frauce, have only preserved over the ter- 
“ritories enumerated above a mere nominal 
aud honorary right. ‘Their right is of 
the same nature as that of the King and 
Queen Pomaré over our colony of Tahiti. 
Pablic opinion should be given thus to 
underatand that the rich aud fertile country 
of BIadagascar belongs to France, and that 
under her dependence that island will be- 
come of the greatest outlets for our citizens, 
for our manufactures, for our commerce, 
and for our shipping.”

the Huai-an salt duty receipts and would 
render the salt-workers prosperous. 
Pao-chén, however, would only withdraw 
100 or 200 yin a month, and ‘T‘a Tsung- 
ying, being set on protecting the Ssii- 
ch‘uan trade, contended that the funds for 
paying the provincial forces and the 
subsidy to Peking must not be reduced, 
forgetting that an established system 
mist uot be abandoned. The result was 
that none of the marts were restored, the 
now salt could not be got into consumption, 
the traders wore afraid to go on with their 
ventures, and His Majesty was annoyed. 
‘Tho fault did not lio in the suddenness of 
the increase of yin, but in the difficulty of 
recovering the marts. This is self-svideut.

60,000 
which should be refunded to the new 
traders. Thirty thousand yin will then be 
issued for sale in any and every area, 
20,000 yin of which will be credited to the 
Board of Revenue and 10,000 to Hunan. 
Thoso yin will bo supplied from the wn- 
consumed surplus allotments of former 
years in succession. Thus the sale of the 
‘old yin will not be hindered, and the 
amount under the new warrants will be 
got into consumption in rotation, the 
traders will be pleased, and public opinion 
will bo satisfied. ‘This measuco is also in 
accordance with the suggestion of the 
Board, and the withdrawal of the licences 
granted to the now traders renders discus- 
sion of the criticisms on that step unneces- 
sary. But when the new traders made their 
subscriptions, the Memorialist set about 
the distribution of the new yin at the same 
time as he reported the occurrence, for he 
\ded that, as soon as the marts 
eatored, a supply of salt would be 
required.

immediately relieved. ‘The Memorialiat 
made enquiries on his way to his poat and 
found that all complained of the lekin. 
He observed, too, how the Customs barriers 
hampered the trade of the poor people. The 
lekin was, he finds, established. to defray 
the expenses of war, reorgauisation, and 
sul aid of other provinces, and 
the grain lekin is sanctioned by law and 
long usage. Itis, however, objectionable,

ARRIVAL OF LI HUNG-CHANG, 





Soon after one o'clock on Monday after- 
noow the approach of the China Merchants? 
steamer Haean was signalled, and crowds 
of Chinese, as well as many Europeans,

The subjoined particulars condensed 
from the report of the Company's en- 
gineer, dated the 14th February, 1883, 
will inform the sharehol: of the pro- 
gress made in the works siuce the date of 
th Jast annual general meeting. 

‘The Directors’ report presented on that 
occasion embodied a telegram from Shang- 
hai dated the 15th April, of which the 
following is an extract :— The Municipal 
Council will probably suspend pipe-laying 
during the summer months for sauitary 

‘and shortly afterwards the 
learned with regret that th 
measure had been decided upon. 

‘The French Municipality, however, 
having at that time arrived at an ag 
ment with the Company for the supply o 
water to the French Concession, and ap- 
prehending no danger from the Company's 
9) immediate permission for 
the laying of pipes and the erection of 
hydrants, aud work was accordingly at 
‘once commenced in this quarter, It was 
completed on the 20th October, and the 
rapidity and efficiency with which it was 
executed were duly acknowledged by the 
President of the Municipality. 

On the Ist October operations were re- 
sumed in the English Settlement, and 
completed on the 20th January. The 
Bubbling Well Road was then opened up, 
and work is still being carried on there. 

- Pipe-laying.—Tho Evgineer reports as 
follows :—All the mains and hydrants 
now laid complete and ready for use in 
the English, Hongkew and French Settle- 
ments, In the Bubbling Well Road a

have been mot with in this part of the 
works, owing to the treacherous nature of 
the ground and the frequent slips. The 
works were also flooded by the irruption 
of an unusually high tide which entered 
the adjacent low laud, and a delay of some 
weeks occurred before the water was wholly 
removed. Tho concrete forndations have 
now been laid, and, with favourable 
weather, rapid progress may be expected. 

‘Time of Completion.—Tho causes of d 
lay above stated mainly explain the post- 

nt of the opening of the works, 
e precise dato of the commence: 
ment of operations be at th 
tainly determined. But, judging fro 
the data now now before them, th 
Directors oxpect it will take place about 
the end of July next, though it is possible 
that telograms yot to be received wil 
nonnce a somewhat earlior dato. 

‘The rapid extension of building within 
the foreign Settlements, the constant 
flux of native population, and tho ris of 
many forms of industry requiring ample 
supplies of water, justify the Directors 
their favourable estimate of the pros 
of the Company ¢ and the latert quotation 
of shares from Shanghai, viz., £38 10s., 
affords good evidence that this i 
shared by thote who axe tn a po 
form a sound opinion on the subject. 

‘The extension of the plant and works 
roferred to in the last Annual Report, will 
demand an inerease in the Company 
capital of £20,000, a sum which the Direc- 
tors propose, with the consent of 
holders, to ‘raise by the 
and new shares of Twenty 
which will be offered to ex 
holders in proportion to their pr 
holdings at a premium of five pounds per 
share. ‘Chis premium will form the nucleus 
of a Reserve Fund. 

In conclusion, the Directors desire again 
to record their appreciation of the effective 
co-operation of the Shanghai Committee 
and of the skill, zoal and ability displayo 
—often under’ circumstances of much 
Gificulty and discouragement—by Mr.

OWINESE NOTES, 


Tt appears to us that the immediate con- 
nection between Sauskrit aud Chinese, 
apart from Buddhistic literature will pro- 
bably prove to be no closer than this ; 
namely, that the Chineso owe what little 
etymological knowledge thoy have of their 
own tongue to the Buddhist scholars who 
frequented China during the Han, Wa, 
and T’ang dynasties. The extraordinary 
complication of one part of Sanskrit gram- 
mar is more illusory than real. If one 
were to set to work upon the Foochow 
dialect, and elaborate the rules of Sandhi, 

id Vriddi (which unobtrusively 
ere in as great profusion and 
regularity as in Sanskrit, under the names 
we have previously extemporised for them 
of “tonal and vocal modification,”) one 
could turn out as bewildering a grammar as 
Panini’s, Let it be understood that we 
are only referring to this one department 
of grammar. But, whilst the Hindoos have 
been hair-splitting and elaborating, the 
Chinese have gous to the other extreme, 
(the European races occupy a middle 
jon), and have rejected all agglutina- 
ive inflection, and, where they havi 
instituted or retained “tonal and voc: 
modification,” (as far as wo know only in 
the Foochow dialect), they have, as Pro- 
fessor Max Miiller recommends students 
of Sankrit to do, fouind it ‘far easier to 
remember “‘ the words ready-made than to 
acquire the complicated rules.” The 
genius of Sanskrit is exemplified in modern 
caste, where soveral hundred different 
shaped daubs on the nose and brow indicate 
the division aud sub-division of the in- 
dividual’s place in acciety, 
























Though we had never heard of Guna 
when we wrote our rules of change in the 
Foochow dialect, we find that these vocal 
changes aro simply the “strengthening” 
of certain vowels in particular oblique 
tones by the “ of them through 
the addition of a short (Sanskrit) a, i.e.
